STOCKHOLDERS'  MEETING 


Guilford  Hotel,  Greensboro,  N.  C,  July  12,  1917. 

In  accordance  with  the  by-laws  and  after  notice  regularly  given, 
the  stockholders  of  the  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company  met  in 
the  city  of  Greensboro,  N.  C,  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  July  12th, 
1917. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Wood  moved  that  Col.  James  T.  Morehead  be  called 
to  the  chair,  which  motion  was  duly  seconded  and  unanimously 
jvdopted. 

Col.  Morehead  came  to  the  chair,  and  asked  the  Secretary,  J.  P. 
Cook,  to  record  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.  The  Chairman  then 
called  for  the  report  of  the  Proxy  Committee,  appointed  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  1916,  to  wit:  Messrs.C.  D.  Benbow,  L.  M.  Mich- 
aux  and  J.  W.  Graham;  thereupon  Mr.  Michaux,  for  the  committee, 
reported  as  follows: 

Private  stock  represented  in  person  1,428 

Private  stock  represented  by  proxy  5,119 

Total  private  stock  represented  6,547 

"he  Proxy  Committee  reported  also  that  stock  owned  by  the 
State  was  represented  by  the  State's  Proxy,  to  wit:  30,002  shares. 

Chairman  Morehead  called  upon  the  State's  Proxy  to  present  his 
credentials,  and  thereupon  Mr.  Robert  Hairston  presented  his  com- 
mission, signed  by  T.  W.  Bickett,  Governor.     The  Chairman  then

announced  that  there  was  a  quorum  present  and  that  the  meeting' 
was  duly  organized  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Upon  request  of  the  Chairman,  the  Secretary  then  read  the  min- 
utes of  the  1916  stockholders'  meeting,  which,  without  objection, 
were  approved. 

President  W.  H.  Wood  then  read  his  report  ai:d  submitted  the 
reports  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  the  Finance  Committee,  the 
Land  Committee  and  the  Expert,  the  same  being  printed  on  ad- 
vance sheets  and  were  passed  around  amongst  the  stockholders. 

Mr.  L.  M.  Michaux  moved  that  the  several  reports  be  accepted 
p.nd  printed  in  pamphlet  form  along  with  the  proceedings  of  this 
meeting. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  the  election  of  Directors  was  in 
Older,  consisting  of  twelve,  four  en  the  part  of  the  private  stock 
and  eight  on  the  part  of  the  State. 

Mr.  Michaux  nominated  for  directors  on  the  part  of  the  private 
stockholders,  Col.  Bennehan  Cameron,  Mr.  Hugh  McRae,  Col.  Alex 
Webb  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Holt,  Jr.,  and  there  were  no  further  nomina- 
tions. The  Chairman  asked  the  Proxy  Committee  to  collect  and 
cast  the  vote  and  thereupon  Mr.  Michaux  on  behalf  of  the  Proxy 
Committee  cast  6,547  votes  for  the  four  person  above  named,  and 
the  Chairman  declared  them  duly  elected  Directors  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

Mr.  Hobert  Hairston,  State's  Pi'oxy,  then  placed  in  nomination 
on  the  part  of  the  State  for  Directors:  Messrs.  ,>.  M.  Allen,  W.  T. 
Brown,  J.  Q.  Gilkey,  T.  L.  Gwyn,  C.  S.  Tomlin,  C.  M.  Vanstory, 
W.  H.  Wood,  John  P.  Yount;  and  there  were  no  further  nomina- 
tions, and  he  therefore  cast  the  vote  represented  by  the  State's 
Stock,  to  wit:  30,002  shares,  for  the  aforesaid  persons,  and  the 
Chairman  declared  that  they  had  been  duly  elected  Directors  of 
the  Company  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  Chairman  then  announced  that  the  election  of  a  Finance 
Committee  on  the  part  of  the  State  was  in  order  and  the  State's 
Proxy  nominated  and  cast  the  vote  of  the  State  for  Messrs.  F.  S. 
Lambeth,  of  Thomasville,  W.  T.  Hollowell,  of  Goldsboro,  Frank  P. 
Tate,  of  Morganton,  and  E.  C.  Smith,  of  Raleigh,  and  the  Chair- 
man announced  that  they  had  been  duly  elected. 

Col.  Cameron  then  moved  the  election  of  a  Proxy  Committee  for 
the  next  annual  meeting.     The  result  of  said  election  is  Mr.  L.  M. 
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Michaux,  of  Golclsboro,  Mr.  C.  D.  Benbow,  of  Greensboro,  and  Maj. 
J.  W.  Graham,  of  Hillsboro. 

Mr.  C.  M  Vanstory,  in  behalf  of  the  various  clubs  of  Greensboro, 
extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  all  stockholders  to  take  full  ad- 
vantage of  the  joys  and  pleasures  etc  offered  by  these  clubs. 

Col.  Webb  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Stockholders  be  extended 
to  Col.  Morehead  for  his  willing  and  efficient  services  as  presiding 
officer  of  this  body  for  years.  The  motion  was  unanimously  and 
enthusiastically  adopted. 

No  other  business  coming  to  the  attention  of  the  meeting,  on 
motion  of  Mr.  Gilkey,  seconded  by  Mr.  Allen,  the  meeting  adjourned.
